The sources said 
Khrushchev intends to be there 
for one week. 
The Communist diplom at said 
their information is that K hrush­ 
chev would be willing to go into 
either a highly inform al get-ac­ 
quainted session with Kennedy, or 
to sit down with him for very ex­ 
tensive talks. They reported his 
tentative plans do not extend to 
any travel outside of New York. 
The sources said the decision 
on any sort of meeting, and on 
the circum stances as well, would 
be a m atter for Kennedy. 
Kennedy was asked at his news 
conference last week about the

“ There are no plans at the pres­ 
ent tim e for a meeting with Mr.

Foreign Aid 


Idea Lauded 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., gave 
his strong backing today to P resi­ 
dent Kennedy’s program for put­ 
ting the m assive foreign aid pro­ 
gram “ on a long-term basis.” 
Fulbright, chairm an of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Com mittee, 
voiced hope Kennedy’s realistic 
description of the state of “ our 
m ilitary strength and our declin­ 
ing influence in the world” would 
be taken seriously by Congress 
and the country. 


The P re'id en t did not spell out 
details of the foreign aid program 
he will subm it to Congress or give 
any estim ate of the funds he will 
seek. 


But he warned the nation that 
the response to the problem of 
building 
and 
strengthening 
the 
non communist world must be as 
“ towering and unprecedented” as 
the problem s are “ towering and 
unprecedented.” 


Fulbright, in a statem ent today, 
called 
the 
message 
a 
“ genera! 
plan for action.” 


Kennedy, as a senator, support­ 
ed Fulbright’s efforts two years 
ago to put the Development I^oan 
Fund on a five-year basis with fi­ 
nancing provided by loans from 
the T reasury. 


President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er turned thumbs down on the 
proposal, prefering to seek direct 
appropriations from Congress for 
shorter periods. 


$12 M illion Said Needed

Conference Deals 
W ith Plans To Free 
Passengers on Liner 


RECIFE, Brazil (A P )-A U. S. 
adm iral

Portuguese 
rebel 
Capt. H enrique Galvao at sea to- 
day in a conference that could I 
mean swift freedom for the nearly 
600 passengers aboard the captive 
liner Santa M aria. 
Atlantic Fleet headquarters in 
Norfolk, Va., announced the rem 
dezvous of R ear Adm. Allen E. 
Smith Jr., and Galvao who seized 
the $16.6 million ship Jan. 22. 
Smith said later his first talks 
with

were 
“ in 
general i 
good.” In a report to fleet head­ 
quarters the adm iral quoted Gal­ 
vao as saying he believes the new 
Brazilian adm inistration taking of­ 
fice today will perm it the Santa 
M aria to enter Recife W ednesday. 
Smith, 
the 
N avy’s 
Caribbean 
com m ander, sped out from Recife 
at daybreak aboard the U. S. de­ 
stroyer G earing to a point about 
35 miles offshore where Galvao 
waited for the inauguration today 
of a new Brazilian president who 
has inform ally offered him and 
the ship safe haven. 
The N avy announced the 
ad­ 
m iral went aboard the Santa M a­ 
ria at 6:50 a. rn. This conformed 
to original plans. It was reported 
here Monday night that Galvao 
had asked that the m eeting be 
held on the destroyer. 
The Gearing halted about 500 
yards from the Santa M aria arid 
Smith and his party, including two 
American 
diplom ats 
posted 
in 
Brazil, m ade the crossing in a 
motor whaleboat. 
A Recife tug carried 61 news­ 
men to the area, bul was request­ 
ed by the N avy to keep some dis­ 
tance away so as not to impede 
the N avy’s operations. 
The U. 
S. 
destroyer D atnato 
was also on hand and two others, 
the destroyers Wilson and Vogel- 
gesang, 
w ere 
expected to join 
forces with her and the Gearing. 
From the Santa M aria, Galvao 
m essaged a Brazilian friend that 
he hoped to enter Recife today. 
The rebel leader’s m e s s a g e 
was directed by Gov. C arlot La- 
crda 
of G uauabera Sit who is 
in B rasilia, Brazil’s new capital. 
Quadros was taking over B razil’s 
governm ent from the adm inistra­ 
tion of President Juscelino Kubit- 
sehek, who had threatened to re ­ 
turn the liner to its owners, the 
Portuguese 
Colonial 
Navigation 
Co. 
“ I hope to enter Recife on the 
sam e solemn day that Brazil ini­ 
tiates a new era headed by your 
adm irable 
and 
honored 
P resi­ 
dent,” Galvao said. 
Lacerda earlier told newsmen 
in Brasilia he expected Galvao 
would be given 24 hours to de­ 
bark the passengers, refuel and 
depart again for the high seas.

probably would then be returned 
to its owners. 
The liner Vera Cruz, a sister 
ship of the Santa M aria, decided 
to bypass Recife on her voyage 
back to Lisbon from Rio de J a ­ 
neiro. It was announced the ship, 
carrying a security guard of P or­ 
tuguese secret police, will head 
for Lison directly from Salvador, 
400 miles down the coast from

LONDON (A P )—President Ken­ 
nedy’s State of the Union m es­ 
sage won wide acclaim in new s­ 
papers of W estern Europe today. 
It even received a kind of pat 
on the back in Moscow, w here 
newspapers published up to a half 
page of excerpts, including K en­ 
nedy’s outline of areas where U.S. 
and Soviet interests conflict. 
No Moscow paper gave any re ­ 
action or com m ent to the speech, 
but the range of excerpts 
they 
published 
were 
rem arkable. 
As 
expected, they included in detail 
the P resident’s views on the in­ 
ternal U.S. situation, 
the 
dollar 
probem. the recession and school 
shortages, as well as his appeal to 
the Soviet Union for scientific co­ 
operation in outer space. 
In general, the Western press 
expressed

rouse the U nited States from a 
long sleep. 
The London Daily Express head­ 
line — “ W ake up, A m ericans!” — 
was typical.

“ The things A m ericans 
were told yesterday about their

Smith is a banker, lawyer, for­ 
m er judge. He lives in a 160 year-

CLEVELAND (AP)—This to w n - 
is getting set to launch Erieview, 
an ambitious project which city 
officials visualize as giving Cleve­ 
land eventually a new face and 
perhaps even a new character. 
The project is big. The value of 
property to he taken over for raz­ 
ing near the heart of the business 
district alone is a sizable figure— 
$26 million is the estimate of u r­ 
ban renewal authorities. 
Of 250 buildings in the blighted ! 
area. 239 are scheduled for razing, 
including some fairly solid office 
and industrial buildings as well as 
ramshackle residences. 
In place of these structures is 
to rise a complex of apartment 
buildings, office buildings, plazas 
and parkland. To make this dream 
come true, some $400 million in 
private investment will tie needed ; 
over the next decade. 
Jam es M. laster. Cleveland re­ 
development director, says he has 
had expressions of interest from j 
several 
builders 
concerning 
a 
large percentage of buildings plan­ 
ned in the first step of Erieview. 
The first step, covering an area 
generally west of East 14th Street 
to East 9th Street and from Mem­ 
orial Shoreway to Chester Avenue. 
is expected to require consider­ 
ably 
more investment than the 
second step. 
One prospective builder, John 
Galbreath, Columbus real estate 
developer, 
p r o m i s e d 
several 
months ago to put up a 30-story 
office and apartment building at ' 
the southeast corner of East 9th 
and St. Clair. Galbreath has said 
announcement 
of 
t h a t 
plan 
aroused so much 
interest from 1 
potential users he is ready to in- j 
vest in two such structures in the 
Erieview project. 
Total investment by the city ' 
would be about $5 million, with the 
federal 
government 
putting 
up 
about twice that much. 
Cleveland voters started the hall 
rolling last November w’hen they 


approved issuance of $3 million | 
worth of bonds for urban renewal 
projects. 
The Federal Housing and Home 
Financing Agency this week ap­ 
proved a loan-and-grant of $10,- 
680.000 for Erieview. 
The government 
already has 
made cash advances, and Mayor 
Anthony J. Celebrezze has lined 
up a 
team 
of appraisers. The 
mayor hopes to begin buying pro­ 
perty by March 15 and to start 
demolishing buildings by May I. 
The 
federal government 
will 
guarantee loans up to $33.8 mil­ 
lion for buying property. After the 
land has been cleared it will be 
auctioned to developers. 
Erieview, big as it is, is only 
one facet of Cleveland's revital­ 
ization program. Another rebuild­ 
ing project is under way for an 
area near University Circle on the 
East Side, where more than 1.000 
parcels of land are to be acquired 
by the city. 
In addition to funds for urban 
renewal, 
bond 
issues 
approved 
last fall will provide $10 million 
for expanson of exhibit space at 
Public Auditorium and $4 million 
for improvements to the Harbor 
and Burke Lakemont Airport. 
The 
lakefront 
developments, 
tied in with the East 9th Street 
skyscraper, 
apartment 
buildings 
and a park on stilts extending 
over the lakefront railroad tracks 
"will give us an attractive gate­ 
way to downtown,” says Lister.

main street, into a slum area, 
warned Henry H. Eccles, execu­ 
tive vice president of the Cleve­ 
land Association of Building Own­ 
ers and Managers. 
Supports of the plan say, how­ 
ever that the Erieview develop­ 
ment could generate millions of 
j dollars worth of business in the 
downtown area. 
Whatever your view of Erieview 
there is no question that it is big. 
And. as 43 families and 429 busi- 
j nesses facing eviction from the 
area must realize, it s on the w ay.

Down the ages the tax gatherer 
has never been particularly popu­ 
lar. There is probably nothing per­ 
sonal in this. But the traditional 
attitude of the taxpayer doubtless 
stems from the onerous nature of 
the tax collector’s job 
Taxes, both federal and local, 
must be gathered regularly and 
promptly or government with all 
of its varied functions would be in 
danger of collapse. Quickly the 
public itself would suffer and like­ 
ly the man who is slow in paying 
taxes would be among the first to 
complain. Taxes in essence, are 
not only public business but are 
really everybody'* business. 
Some 
taxing 
units 
are 
more 
strict with the delinquent taxpay­ 
er than other units. For some stat­ 
es a scale of graduated penalties 
is in effect. This system has been 
in force for years and has been 
effective. 
A f t e r some months, 
moreover, the property involved 
in delinquent taxes may be sold at 
public sale and the proceeds ap­ 
plied to the taxes. 
Public notices, or legal adver­ 
tising, are used in the local news­ 
paper to remind taxpayers of their 
impending obligations. This makes 
the tax business one of informa 
tion, as well as one of official rec­ 
ord. But all across the country the 
bona fide newspaper is an effect­ 
ive medium for this and hundreds 
of other purposes, as provided un­ 
der the public notice laws.

O SU Researchers Receive 


Message from Unborn Baby 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Ohio! 
State University researchers are 
getting messages from unborn in- J 
fants as long as six months before 
their birth. 
The receiver is a tall, complex, 
exceedingly sensitive device for 
fetal electrocardiography. 
The messages give the mother 
and her physician valuable infor­ 
mation on the unborn child’s posi­ 
tion 
and condition and whether 
there is one baby, twins or (in one 
case thus far) triplets. 
The key is the faint, rhythmic 
beat of the baby's heart, picked 
up 
by 
the sensitive 
machine. I 
translated into a zig-zag pattern 
on a chart and interpreted by a 
highly-skilled technician. 
Dr. John F. Cilery, chairman of j 
obstetrics 
and 
gynecology, 
said 
he

his associates 
at OSU
